HISTORY OF THE CHURCH 


The history of the Mineral Point Methodist Church goes 
back to the very earliest days of the community when 
religious services were conducted by ‘Elder’ Roberts, a 
miner-preacher who held services in his cabin or in a 
building prepared for such purposes in 1828 or 1829, ac- 
cording to the ‘‘History of lowa County” published in 1881 
and from which much of the following information is tak- 
en. Mineral Point shared with other southwestern Wiscon- 
sin mining communities the leadership of Rev. Alfred 
Bronson who was responsible for founding many Metho- 
dist societies in the general region of the Mississippi 
river, which societies later became organized churches. 
According to a published letter written by Mr. Bronson 
“the first Methodist Episcopal Church, and the first 
Protestant church built in Wisconsin, was ereeted at Min- 
eral Point in 1834". Later he “held the first quarterly 
meeting; gave the first love feast, and administered the 
first sacrament in it, in the fall of 1835". 


This first Protestant church building in Wisconsin was 
built entirely of logs, not a sawed board in it except those 
out of which window sash and doors were made. The floor 
was made of split logs. smoothed with a broadaxe on the 
flat side. The seats were made of split logs. smoothed on 
the top side, and with wooden pegs driven in augur holes 
for legs. The building which was about 24x30 feet. stood 
“on the first spur or point of land that comes in from the 
Northwest some 15 or 20 rods from Abner Nichols’ old 
hotel near the foot of Commerce Street.” 


The first class of members was William Kendall and 
wife, John Wallis and wife, William Phillips and _ wife. 
Andrew Remfrey, William Ball, Mr. Miller and wife, Mrs. 
S. Thomas and James Nancaraw. In 1837 the society had 
increased to 30 members. During the fall of this year a 
small rock church was built on the corner opposite the 
present structure and dedicated early in 1838. The people 
at this time were unable to support a regular minister, but 
finding that there was an opening for a public school they 
engaged Rev. John Mitchell of Galena to take charge of 
the combined duties of minister and pedagogue. He stayed 
for two years. ; 


In 1840 the rude plank seats were replaced with more 
comfortable and attractive benches. The society increased 
in number so rapidly that in 1845 more commodious quar- 
ters were required and under the direction of Philip Allen 
Sr., an addition was added to the original structure. Min- 
eral Point circuit embraced Mineral Point. Dodgeville. and 
Peddlers Creek, now called Linden. The first Quarterly

Conference was held at Mineral Point, December 24, 1837. 
There were present Rev. R. Haney, William Ball, William 
Thomas, William Kendall, Andrew Remfrey and William 
Webster. The records show that on December 1st, 1843, 
the Mineral Point Sabbath School had 56 scholars, 12 
teachers and a library of 104 volumes. The first recorded 
meeting of the trustees was held June 21st, 1845. The 
members were William Kendall, Joseph Hatch, George 
Goldthorpe, Samuel Rusk, William Phillips, N. Coad, Wil- 
liam Lanyon, John Pierce and Philip Allen, Sr. During 
this year the basement of the church was fitted up for 
school purposes and was also rented as a meeting room 
for the Odd Fellows and Sons of Temperance. 


In 1848, during the pastorate of Rev. J. G. Whitford, a 
revolution occurred in the congregation. Fifty members 
seceded and subsequently organized the primitive Metho- 
dist Church. Notwithstanding this severe check, the orig- 
inal congregation continued its rapid progress and within 
a few years fully recovered. 


In the fall of 1849, during the pastorate of the Rev. R. P. 
Lawton, the first parsonage was built in the rear of the 
present church edifice. In 1857 the second annual confer- 
ence was held here. In. 1886, during the pastorate of Rev. 
Lawson, the subject of a new church was first agitated. 
Nothing was accomplished until April 15, 1867, when a 
committee appointed for the purpose announced that they 
had purchased from the common council of the city what 
was known as the “Brick Schoolhouse Lot.” The price was 
$1,000. This much being accomplished, the congregation 
awoke to the necessity of the hour and subscription papers 
were circulated. Large amounts were freely pledged and 
all bid fair for a splendid success. A committee consisting 
of Edward Hosking, James Spencely and Rev. James M. 
Lawson was appointed to superintend the erection of the 
edifice according to plans submitted by a Chicago architect. 
employed for the purpose. Forthwith the foundation was 
built and cornerstone laid and the work progressed rather 
slowly. It was finally completed and dedicated in 1871. 
The total cost was $32,000. The church was built of dur- 
able and attractive white sandstone. The annual confer- 
ence was held in the new building shortly after its dedi- 
cation in the fall of 1871. 


The church property on the opposite corner was sold 
to John Spencely and was converted into a carpenter shop 
which was occupied by Wasley and Charles, carpenters. 
Mrs. Penant occupied the basement. 


During the fall of 1880, the old parsonage was sold and 
the Nancolas house was purchased. It was located near 


the public square. The Sabbath School at this time had 
reached a membership of over two hundred with 22 class- 
es and the church membership was 250. In 1887 the annual 
conference was again held in this church. In 1900 the 
church membership was practically the same as 20 years 
before—255, but the Sunday School membership had _ in- 
creased to 300. During that period the second parsonage 
was sold and a third one bought on High Street, which in 
turn was disposed of and another purchased on Washing- 
ton Street. The latter was sold in 1912 to Mr. Sidney 
Shepherd. 


In 1904, during the pastorate of W. W. Hurd, a pipe 
organ was purchased costing, with the necessary changes, 
something over $2,000. In 1907 an addition to the church 
was planned to furnish a rear entrance, primary room and 
basement for the furnace. The cost was estimated at 
$3,000. Rev. S. A. Bender was pastor. In 1912, during the 
pastorate of Rev. A. B. Bouquard, the interior of the 
chureh was decorated at the cost of $1.200 and the new 
parsonage was built at a cost of $5,000. And in this pastor- 
ate many new members were added, and the church led 
the district in the number of Northwestern Christian Ad- 
vocates taken with 39 subscribers. 


In September 1912 the church entertained the West 
Wisconsin Conference. Bishop Quale presided and 
preached on Sunday from an open car, one of the few in 
town, on the lawn of the J. W. Hutchison home in the 
north part of town. 


In 1924, during the pastorate of Rev. J. E. Cooke, the 
church observed its 90th anniversary with Rev. H. A. 
Studebaker, a congregational pastor of Beloit, giving the 
address on Sunday evening in the Municipal Building. 


The one hundredth anniversary was observed during 
the pastorate of Rev. C. KE. Burdon. with a hanquet at 
which the history of the church was read, followed by 
a public service at which Bishop J. Ralph Magee was the 
principal speaker. In this same year. 1934, the church 
entertained annual conference with a strong program 
which marked a high point in the life of the church and 
community. 


The annual conference was again entertained by the 
Mineral Point Church in June, 1943, during the pastorate 
of Rev. F. M. Smith. The church maintained its excellent 
reputation as a conference host with the generous co- 
operation of the entire community. During the preceding 
year the church sanctuary was redecorated, exterior 
woodwork painted, and other repairs made at a total cost 
of more than $2,500. 
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As this history is being published plans are completed 
for the celebration of the 110th anniversary of the church 
with a historical pageant on November 16th and special 
services on Sunday, November 19th, 1944, with Rev. W. F. 
Tomlinson as guest speaker at the morning service and 
Bishop Schuyler E. Garth, recently appointed Bishop of 
the newly created Wisconsin Area as the principal speak- 
er in the afternoon. Funds received in connection with 
the anniversary are to be used in the making of a Sunday 
School room out of a storeroom that the children of the 
church of tomorrow may help carry on the church’s sec- 


ond century of service.
